Proposed Two-Cent Cable Rate. 


James Henniker Heaton, the father of penny international post- 


age, has s:arted an agitation in London for a reduction of interna- 
tional cable rates to a penny a word. Mr. Heaton has in this move- 
ment a m ach greater task ahead of him than he had in reducing 
the intern.-tional postage from five cents to two, as the present At- 
lantic cable rate from New York to Great Britain, France, Ger- 
many, Holland and Belgium is twenty-five cents per word. That 
does not include, of course, the cost of land service between inter- 
national paints -where such service must be used in conjunction 
with that of the cables. For example, the land service rate to New 
York from Oakland is one dollar for ten words or less. The name 
of the sender and the name and address of the person to whom 
dispatch is sent over the land lines are, however, exempt from th 


. tariff. 
Th; cable companies, on the other hand, charge the fu' 


rate of twenty-five cents per word on both. 
Owing to these dif 


fercnces ir the cable and land wire services, cablegrams trans 
mitted from Oakland to either of the five European 
countrie 


named are charged thirty-seven cents per word, everything being 
counted in the message. 


The ponny international postage rate has been in operation 


since October 1st. 
It proved a great success from the start. The 


volume of the transatlantic mails has increased enormously. It is. 
represented that the postal departments of all the governments ir 
the alliance will not suffer any loss through the reduced rate on 
that account. 


Cutting: down the international postal rate from five cents to 


two cents, is, however, a very different proposition from that o. 
cutting cable rates from twenty-five cents to two cents per word 
But Heaton argues that the present cable rate is maintained by a 
combination of the cable companies; that the capacity for business 
of the Atlantic cables is twelve times greater than that now handled 
and that some of the lineb are being purposely kept idle. 


He proposes to bring about the two-cent-per-word cable rate 


through the agency of the Postmasters-General of governments in- 
terested in the Atlantic cable service. The initiative will be taken 
at a conference to be held by the Postmasters-General of Great 
Britain and continental Europe. If these reach an agreement on 
"the subject the postal authorities of the United States will be ap- 
proached. 


What rleans will be adopted to induce or coerce the Atlantic 


cable companies to consent to the reduction of the rate to one- 
twelfth the present tariff the condensed telegraphic report of Hca- 
ton's address before a big audience in the Royal Colonial Insti- 
tute is not stated. In his advocacy of the proposed change he is 
influenced, lowevcr, not only by its economic aspect, but, also, 
by the belief that it will prove a great factor in the work of pre- 
serving international peace, as it will bring the various races in 
closer touch with one another, make it easier to clear up misun- 
derstanding and silence those influences that now make for war 
He has undertaken a great work, and, if he is successful, he will 
be entatlctl 10 the a edit of inaugurating a peaceful reform of the 
greatest benefit to the civilized world.

DOWAGER EMPRESS OF CHWA, SAID TO BE 


DEAD, AND HANDS WHICH MADE HER F \MOUS 


Revolt Against the Kaiser. 


Ka.ser William has a penchant for stirring up hornets' nests. 


In the past fie bodies disturbed by his utterances have been foreign 
chancellories 
But the interview recently published, with his 


approval, in the London Telegraph, has not onlv aroused a strong 
feeling of resentment among the British people and the government 
but also amoig his own subjects and the nominal heads of the petty 
states in the German Confederation. 
The resentment in Great 


Britain grows out of the representations made by him that he was 
the author o; the military plan which Lord Roberts executed and 
which finally put an end to the Boer war. This resentment is more 
pronounced because the British people have not forgotten his con- 
gratulatory message to Kruger at the opening of the war and the 
moral support which he gave the Boers through the long and bitter 
conflict—a position which was entirely contradictory to the claim 
he now sets up that he originated the plan of campaign that put an 
end to the existence of the republics with which he throughout the 
conflict openly sympathized. 


The resentment which the published interview has aroused 


against the Kaiser in the German Empire grows out of his personal 
interference ii the foreign policy of the Federated States, thus arro- 
gating to himself rights which are denied him by the constitution. 
Germany is a limited monarchy and the powers of the Emperor are 
circumscribec by the constitution. The foreign policy of the nation 
is taken who ly out of his hands—or, rather, is subject to revision 
or approval by his ministers, under the terms of the organic law. 
But the ministry is not responsible to the parliament, but to the 
Emperor. Tr e Kaiser has been taking advantage of this fact, forcing 
his personal! y to the front and gradually assuming autocratic 
powers. In 'he published interview he neglected to take counsel 
with his own "cabinet, ami thus took a longer step toward the as- 
sumption of personal control of the nation's foreign policies than 
'he had ever ventured to take before. 


^ The debates in the Reichstag- showed clearly that every faction 


in it recogm'zod the danger to which constitutional government has 
been exposed and, while the Kaiser escaped the humiliation of a 
vote of censure, the severest criticisms upon his conduct were 
forced upon his attention. 
The sudden calling together of the 


rulers and representatives of the petty states to conference by the 
King of Bavaria is an evidence of the intensity of the opposition 
which Emperor William has aroused. 
It will, probably, all end in 


a revision of t ic German constitution, making the ministry responsi- 
ble to parliament and rot to the crown, as it is in England. It was 
the evident in ention of the frarners of the German constitution that 
the government of the federation should be responsible, but the 
Kaiser has through his persistent self-assertion of his personality 
into the affaii s of state, foreign and domestic, demonstrated how 
that intent m:iy be nullified. 


The alliance v ith Japan is beginning to make commercial 


trouble for Great Britain with China, through the action of the 
Riegistrar-Gcneral a Hongkong who has imposed fines on all Chi 
icsc firms doing bi siness there who have displayed signs bojcol- 
ing Japanese mam factures.
